TEW YORK, July 2.—Definite 
production plans and detailed 
specifications of the new Ruxton 
front-wheel drive car, which was 
announced some time ago in the 
Automotive Daily News, are re- 
leased today by J. E. Roberts, 
general manager of the New Era 
Motors, Inc., 17 East 45th St., 
manufacturers of the car.

EW YORK, July 2.—Ad- 
ditional reports of June

While most of the companies show 
a reduction of around 10 per cent. 
under the May level, the increase 
over June, 1928, continued at a level 
more than 40 per cent. above the 
| production of a year ago. 

Ford production, not yet an- 
nounced, is expected to reach 215,- 
000, which is reported to be the 
highest mark ever reached by any 
company for a single month. It 
is said the highest previous out- 
put of the Ford Company was 
204,000 Model T cars and trucks 
in October, 1925. 
| Following are the reports from

CHRYSLER 

Chrysler Corporation for the first 
| half of 1929 reports total shipments 
of 279,635 passenger cars, trucks 
and commercial vehicles, an in- 
crease of 53,354 units, or 23.5 per 
cent. over the 226,281 cars ship 
by Chrysler and Dodge combin 
the first half of 1928. Chrysler not 
only began the year with a decided 
gain over 1928 but steadily increased 
the percentage of gain in each suc- 
ceeding month until in June it 
reached 58 per cent., shipments in 
that month amounting to 42,351, 
compared with 26,820 for combined 
Chrysler and Dodge shipments in 
June, 1928, an increase of 15,531 
units. 

Plymouth line again registered 
the greatest gain with June ship- 
ments of 13,763, showing an increase 
of 282 per cent. over June, 1928, and 
bringing six months to 70,022. 

De Soto shipments in the first 
six months totaled 45,270, of which 
8,077 were shipped in June. Dodge 

lines also took a prominent part 
in showing of the first half of the 
year, 82,713 Dodge six cars having 
been shipped during the period 
and 3,011 of higher priced senior 
line.

However, he 
could not keep away from the 
safety movement and, in the 
course of his conversation, told 
me that last year in four states 
which staged the “Save-A-Life” 
campaigns, the fatality toll was 
cut down .08 per cent. over the 
preceding year, while in six states 
which did not stage any cam- 
paigns of this nature the death 
toll increased 8.6 per cent. in ac- 
cident cases. 

The National Safety Council 
estimates that the economic loss 
from traffic accidents throughout 
the country in 1928 was $900,000,- 
000, according to Mr. Hall. 

It does seem that safety cam- 
paigns do a great amount of good.

the guiding ideal of the automotive industry since it passed 
the experimental stage. Improvement and refinement have 
marked the evolution of the motor vehicle during the past 
fifteen or twenty years rather than radical change. 

This vear, however, has seen two bold innovations In 
the shape of front wheel drive passenger cars. The Auto- 
motive Daily News the other day carried a full descriptior 
of the new Cord front wheel drive car w hich is being of- 
fered by the Auburn organization. Some time ago we gave 
our readers a description of the new Ruxton, a front wheel 
drive car which has aroused considerable interest and dis- 
cussion about the country. 

The front wheel drive principle is not new, of course. It 
has been used for many years on the race track and, inci- 
dentally, here is a specific instance of the value of racing 
experimentation. Front wheel driving would probably have 
been tried out on passenger vehicles sometime even If it 
had not been used on the track, but the success of the speed 
demons, with this type of drive, undoubtedly hastened its 
application to commercial production. 

It is extremely interesting to note that the new Cord 
and the Ruxton both give an impression of complete ma- 
turitv. There is no suggestion of hasty experiment in their 
mechanical or body layout. The Auburn people have told 
us that the Cord is the result of three years of actual test- 
ing and developing. The Ruxton was designed long since 
and has been subjected to exhaustive tests before making 
its appearance in public. 

That the general public is keenly interested in new 
developments in automotive design is indicated by the 
amount of discussion and comment aroused by the Cord 
and the Ruxton. Innovations are sure of just as hearty a 
welcome today as they ever were, provided they are based 
on sound principles of design and construction and are 
sponsored by companies in which the public has faith.

Editor Automotive Daily News:— 

From items that have appeared | 
recently regarding the Sears Roe- |;

In fact, I can see no rea- 
son why they should not adopt the 
ntire program of the automobile 
dealer of today 

Devoted to Mass Sales 

Their business of the past has 
been devoted to mass sales, there- 
fore there is no reason why their 
1utomobile sales should be to any 
ther than the mass class.

In fact, I am looking forward with

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Air Springs Boost | 
Motor Truck Speed 


HE increased speeds at which) 

commercial vehicles must oper- 
ate today have created a mainte- 
nance problem which has been par- 
tially solved by the development of} 
low pressure pneumatic tires. 

According to the Cleveland Pneu- 
matic Tool Company, it remains for 
air springs to complete the task of 
protecting the chassis, body and 
cargo. 

The accompanying chart shows 
the results of a recent test made 
on a 1'%4-ton truck to determine the 
comparative decrease of road shock 
with and without air springs. 

Two stock Reo Speed-Wagons;

Bullard Uses Water 


To Remove Core Sand 


AND cores from castings for 
giant automatic machines wide- 
ly used in manufacturing automo- 
bile clutches, gears and other parts 
are now removed by a novel adap- 
tation of an old gold-mining idea. 
The tedious process of picking out 
the sand cores by hand has been 
supplanted by high-pressure streams 
of water in the Bridgeport plants 
of the Bullard Company, makers of 
automatic master machines. 

The hydraulic method is now an- 
nounced as a proved success after a 
year of thorough testing in the Bul- 
lard factory. Under pressure of 425 
pounds a square inch, 450 gallons of 
water a minute are forced through 
small nozzles, and quickly wash out 
the sand cores around which the 
metal is cast. That pressure is built 
up by 180 horse power of electrical 
energy 


On some jobs, the savings by this 
|method are spectacular. From a 
|four-ton casting with thirty-four 
| cubic feet of internal cored space 
| and only two or three sizable out- 
| Side openings the sand core is now 
|removed in two hours. The long- 
| accepted method of picking out the 
| hard-baked sand with hand tools 
| takes thirty-five to forty hours of 
| dusty, disagreeable work. 

The idea for the hydraulic wash- 
jing was given to officers of the 
| Bullard Company by the late Frank 
| Smith. He was one of a group who 
| some thirty years ago, turned high- 
|} pressure hose on the scrap piles 
from the gold mines outside Little 
Hope. In six hours, they washed 
into the gully a scrap-hill it had 
| taken thirty years of dry mining to 
build up—and they recovered con- 
siderable gold that had been left by 
earlier placer miners. S. H. Bul- 
lard cites this development as typ- 
|ical of modern industry's readiness 
to accept and adapt ideas which 
have their origin in far different 
situations,

Hartford, Conn., July 2.—Hart- 
ford car dealers and distributors 
vitally interested in the welfare 
of the various manufacturing in- 
dustries with which the _ city
